"""For each youth unprepared 
for a college curriculum who is 
brought in under a quota sys- 
tem, some better prepared stu- 
dent is denied entrance." 


Agnew, here to address some 


3,000 Republicans at a $50-a- 
plate dinner, said, "I do not ac- 
cept the proposition that every 
American boy and girl should 
go to a four-year college." 


The vice president said there 


should be "expanded education 
opportunities for deprived, but 
able young people" but declared 
he favored "better preparing 
them—with additional govern- 
ment assistance—in some form 
of prep school rather than toss- 
ing them into a four-year col- 
lege or university curriculum 
they are not prepared to han- 
dle." 


He added, however: 
"Any attempt to subordinate 


the great universities of this 
country to social goals for which 
they are ill-designed and ill- 
.equipped can only result in trag- 
ic losses to both these institu- 
tions and the nation." 


He likened the possible result 


to a situation he said exists in 
Italy. He said employers there 
try to recruit only those college 
men who graduated before 1967, 
the year an open admissions 
policy was adopted by Italian 
universities.

joined Palmer and Jack 


Nicklaus as golf's only golfing 
millionaire. 


"A grand slam today is im- 


possible--or next to it," said 
Casper. "It was something 20or 
30 years ago, but there are 
three times as many fine golfers 
now. 
The odds against it are as- 


tounding," 


Casper will try anyway. He 


announced plans to play in the 
remainder of the Big Four, the 
U.S. and British Opens and the 
PGA. 


Casper was a relaxed cham- 


pion, looking as if he felt he be- 
longed in that green coat-even 
though it was three sizes too 
big.

The grand-slam f o r c e Is 


like that bass viol. You won't 
get many chances to use it 
but when you get an oppor- 
tunity you are well paid for 
your trouble. 


In its basic form the con- 


vention is simple enough so 
a n y o n e can learn it. You 
may use it when your side 
has bid just one suit or when 
several suits have been bid 
but only one has been raised. 
In that case the grand-slam 
force is for that one agreed 
suit. 


Furthermore, you may re- 


nt e m b e r that the five np- 
trump grand slam force is 
not to be confused with the 
five no-trump follow-up to a 
Blackwood four no-trump. 


This means you can't use 


the basic grand-slam force 
after Blackwood. There is a 
grand-slam f o r c e that you 
can use after Blackwood, but 
right now we are working 
with the simplest one. 


South might w e l l h a v e 


jumped immediately to three 
hearts or next to four dia- 
monds but he was one of 
those m i n i m u m bidders. 
That is, he was a minimum 
bidder until he was raised in 
diamonds. Then he used the 
grand-slam force. 


The play required some 


care. He p l a y e d out his 
queen of diamonds at trick 
two, 
ace of hearts at trick 


three, ruffed a low heart at 
trick four and continued to 
ruff back and forth until he 
had r u f f e d out two more 
hearts. After that he pulled 
trumps and collected the last 
two tricks with his king and 
jack of hearts.

Rheumatic Fever 


Attacks Heart Valves 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—How d o e s rheumatic 


fever affect the heart? 


A—It a t t a c k s the heart 


valves and leaves the victim 
with a l e a k y heart which 
must become enlarged in its 
effort to compensate. 


Q—Si x y e a r s ago m y 


daughter, 16, had rheumatic 
fever. She is still taking Pen- 
tabs daily. Will she have to 
take them for the rest of her 
life? 


A—Some authorities rec- 


ommend taking "antibiotics 
indefinitely, e s p e c i a l l y if 
there has been any damage 
to the heart. A recent report 
indicates that a monthly in- 
jection of penicillin-G "ben- 
thazine is preferable to daily 
treatment. 


Q—What is R e n d u-Osler- 


VVeber disease? Is there any 
cure for it? 


A—This disease is prop- 


erly called hereditary hem- 
orrhagic telangiectasia. The 
latter term means the pres- 
ence of dilated small blood 
v e s s e l s in the skin and 
mucous m e m b r a n e s . The 
disease may start in child- 
hood and s l o w l y progress 
with age. When bleeding oc- 
curs, it is more l i k e l y to 
come from the mucous mem- 
branes than the skin. 


The only treatment is to 


control the bleeding when it 
o c c u r s . Electrocoagulation 
of the lesions has been tried 
but it is always followed by 
fresh lesions nearby. 


Q—Can an a n i m a l that 


eats and drinks n o r m a l l y 
still have or carry rabies? 
What are the symptoms of 
rabies in a human being? 
After the symptoms appear, 
is there still a chance for a 
cure? 


A—Rabies is transmitted 


to man only by the bite of an 
infected animal. Since the 
animal a l w a y s dies, there 
are no normal carriers. The 
virus does not appear in the 
animal's saliva until after 
the onset of symptoms. 


In man, the disease starts 


with fever, headache, nausea 
and a sore t h r o a t - These 
symptoms are followed by 
periods of extreme restless- 
ness alternating with periods 
of profound depression, drool- 
ing and pain on attempts to 
swallow. A f t e r symptoms 
appear, cure is virtually im- 
possible. 


Q—What is P u r i n e t h o 1 


given for? What are its side 
effects? 


A—-TJUs drug is given for 


leukemia and Hodgkin's dis- 
ease. Excessive doses may 
cause a destruction of the 


white blood cells and bleed- 
ing.

early 20 years ago this edi- 
tor went to Washington, D. 
C., to appear before a Senate 


Rivers 4 Harbors Committee 
hearing with a request that the 
then projected Millwood Dam 
and Reservoir project be expand- 
ed from two objectives to three. 


The original Millwood project 


was set up for flood control and 
public recreation only. I intro- 
duced a new idea—reserve a 
one-foot depth over the lake for 
municipal, industrial and agri- 
cultural water, visualizing the 
eventual construction of a pipe- 
line to Hope and possibly other 
cities. The federal government 
eventually "bought" this Idea 
and Millwood was built as a 
three-purpose dam and reser- 
voir—increasing the reserve wa- 
ter depth to two feet instead of 
one. 


I recall that Senator John L. 


McClellan was somewhat incre- 
dulous over so ambitious a plan, 
and cross-examined me as 
to 


what local support I could com- 
mand. I had, of course, no offi- 
cial standing; but I told 
the 


Senate committee that I tod talk- 
ed to many local citizens and 
found my Idea widely supported 
— and, if required, I would spon- 
sor a local referendum to put 
Hope on record for the water 
reserve and pipeline. 


The years liave gone by, Mill- 


wood and its municipal-indus- 
trial-agricultural water reserve 
are a reality—but still no pipe- 
line. Like the obstinate man 
clinging to his horse-and-buggy 
in the age of the automobile Hope 
continues the well-drilling policy 
it started with as a village. 


Not so with other towns even 


smaller than Hope.
